Tho chaos 
was ended only when Martin M. Lom- 
asney of Boston, realizing that Dele- 
gate William I-I. Sullivan of Boston, 
by his open defiance of the admoni- 
tions of the chair that he confine his 
remarks to the matter under consid- 
eration was seriously 
injuring 
the 


cause of the initiative and referen- 
dum 
forced 
Sullivan to yield the 


floor, and then made a motion to ad- 
journ.

Not tho least revolting of yester- 


day's happenings was the disclosure 
that Delegate Francis J. Korean of 
Boston, was attempting to vote twice 
on one question. When the vote was 
being taken on the amendment of Mr. 
Anderson of Newton, which would re- 
quire substantial legislative 
support 


for a proposed amendment of the con- 
stitution before it could be initiated 
by the people, one

counters addressed the chair and de- 
clared that Horgaii was attempting to 
be counted a second time.

to shame the old Boston 
common 


council, which for many years has 
been the standard ot comparison for 
deliberative assemblies which are not 
deliberative. 
Yesterday the delegates, sitting in 


. committee of the whole, wore in tu- 
mult during practically all of tha ses- 
sion of two hours and a half, and Al- 
bert E. Pillsbury of Wellcsley, chair- 
man of the committee, seemed power- 
less to keep them in order. The chaos 
was ended only when Martin M. Lom- 
asney of Boston, realizing that Dele- 
gate William H. Sullivan of Boston, 
by his open defiance of the admoni- 
tions of the chair that he confine his 
remarks to the matter under consid- 
eration was seriously 
injuring 
tho 
cause of the initiative and referen- 
dum, 
forced 
Sullivan to yield the 
floor, and then made a motion to ad- 
journ. 


Not the least revolting of yester- 


. day's happenings was the disclosure 
that Delegate Francis J. Horgan of 
Boston, was attempting to vote twice 
on ono question. "When the vote waa 
being taken on the amendment ot Mr. 
Anderson of Newton, which would re- 
quire substantial legislative 
support 


for a proposed amendment of the con- 
stitution before it could be Initiated 
by the people, one 
of the 
official 
counters addressed the chair and de- 
clared that Horgan was attempting to 
be counted a second time. It should 
bo understood that rising votes aro 
taken by divisions, the section at the 
right of tho chamber being announced 
first as division ono, and the three 
other sections in turn. I-lorgan's seat 
is in the first division, but he waa 
counted in the third, and while the
